Rev.  Dr.  Maxwell,  of  the  Episcopal 
Church,  followed,  in  some  earnest  and 
sympathetic  words,  and  was  himself  fol¬ 
lowed  by  Dr.  John  Hall,  of  New  York. 

Dr.  Hall  said  that  this  was  a  pecu¬ 
liarly  pleasant  meeting.  There  was  no 
heresy  to  oppose,  and  no  debt  to  be 
lifted.  We  were  here  as  friends  to  carry 
forward  a  most  laudable  and  attractive 
form  of  Christian  work. 

He  was  himself  a  waif  from  New  York, 
bronghGout  here  to  be  treated  so  kindly 
that  he  could  not  neglect  to  express  his 
appreciation  of  their  care.  He  paid  a 
handsome  tribute  to  the  fine  houses  and 
clear  air  of  this  region,  and  emphasized 
the  duties  that  these  imposed  upon  his 
hearers  in  caring  for  the  sick  and  the 
poor.  He  hardly  knew  if  Montclair  was 
a  town  or  a  village,  but  it  was  his;  im¬ 
pression  that  it  had  many  advantages, 
and  much  to  be  grateful  for.  Those  who 
live  in  cities,  and  those  who  live  in  the 
country,  experience  a  certain  balancing 
of  favorable  circumstances.  But  the  ad¬ 
vantages— especially  of  neighborliness— 
are  decidedly  with  the  country.  He 
scarcely  knew  his  own  next  door  neigh¬ 
bors  by  sight  in  New  York. 

These  forms  of  benevolence  are  also 
very  attractive  The  speaker  told  of  a 
tailor  in  his  own  church,  and  of  his  child, 
and  how  glad  the  little  fellow  was  for  a 
visit  from  himself.  A  minister  who  is  truly 
such  ought  to  care  for  the  poorest  anil 
the  weakest  in  his  flock.  But  the  im¬ 
pression  prevails  that  they  don’t  care. 
He  told  also  of  a  lady  who  gave  a  rose  to 
a  poor  woman  on  the  street  in  the  sum¬ 
mer,  and  of  a  tenement  house  where  she 
took  flowers,  and  of  the  gratitude  in  both 
cases.  That  these  were  “  free  as  the  love 
of  God  ”  seemed  hard  for  such  poor 
people  to  understand.  Thus  we  can  open 
up  new  worlds  to  others*

Obituary. 

The  funeral  services  of  Mrs.  Augustus 
T.  Morris  were  held  at  her  late  resi¬ 
dence  on  Tuesdjay.  She  leaves  behind 
her  a  large  cirqle  of  acquaintance,  to 
whom  she  was  endeared  by  personal  re¬ 
lations  of  many  years'  standing.  A  lov 
ing  wife,  a  faithful  mother,  and  a  kind 
friend,  she  will  be  deeply  missed  and 
affectionately  remembered. 

In  the  church  and  mission  school  she 
was  an  active  worker— giving  of  her  time 
and  means  toward  every  good  enter- 
evange-  prise, 
for  4>lT4-  She  was  also  a  constant  attendant  upon 
the  Sunday-school,  even  to  her  last  days, 
both  as  scholar  and  teacher.  When  fail¬ 
ing  health  at  last  convinced  her  that  her 
end  was  near,  she  did  not  falter.  With 
Christian  resignation  $he  looked  forward 
to  the  ‘  ‘  many  mansions  ”  where  sihe 
hoped  to  meet  the  dear  ones  gone  before 


such  associations.  And  so  he  is  in  a  wj 
be  the  worst  sort  of  a  pessimist.  But  on 
his  return  to  his  home  his  wife  confutes 
him  by  the  example  of  the  rich  doctor 
who  came  for  his  sick  child,  and  the  rich 
lady  who  gave  her  help  so  cheerfully. 

And  so  John  finds  that  the  rich  are  not 
altogether  bad. 

Dr.  Hall  further  commended  Mr. 

Brace’s  book,  “Gesta  Christi,”  as  a  proof 
that  benevolent  agencies  like  these  spring 
from  Christianity.  The  love  of  Christ  is 
a  motive  power  in  doing  good,  not  a  mere 
sentiment,  as  Seneca  or  Plato  might  Have 
felt.  We  are  bound  personally  to  a  greal 
Master  who  illustrated  what  he  taught. 

Our  evangelical  system  is  occasionally 
called  deficient  in  ethics.  This  comes  from 
comparative  ignorance.  There  is  no  sys 
tem  equal  to  it  for  motives  to  the  doing  of 
good  works.  And  one  is  surprised  at :  the 
comparative  lack  of  acquaintance  ^rith 
this  fact.  A  speaker,  at  one  of  the  meet¬ 
ings  for  promoting  a  free  library,  put  such 
an  uninformed  statements,  but  an  Epis¬ 
copalian  clergyman  who  followed  showed 
their  utter  fallacy.  The  churches  have  all 
been  trying  to  give  literature  and  help  to 
the  poor  for  many  years.  True,  evs 
lical  thinking  will  lead  us  to  care  for 
in  mind,  body,  and  soul.  It  is  peculiarly 
fitting  that  tnis  meeting  then  should  he 
held  to-night. 

The  speaker  felt  that  the  greatest  possi¬ 
ble  encouragepient  was  given  to  them.  He 
told  of  a  poor  woman  who  snatched  a 
child  from  under  horses’  feet  in  the  street, 
saying  that  while  it  was  not  her  child,  it 
was  “  somebody's  child.”  Remember  the 
Apostle's  word  to  the  Corinthians  about 
the  triumph  over  the  grave:  “  Therefore, 
my  beloved  brethren,  be  ye  steadfast,  un¬ 
movable,  always  abounding  in  the  \york 
of  the  Lord,  forasmuch  as  ye  know  that 
your  labor  is  not  in  vain  in  the  Lord.” 

The  work  of  the  Lord — real  work — work 
of  the  Lord.  This  we  can  ask  Him  to  bless. 

In  this  we  are  to  abound — to  keep  at  it 
continually — doing  a  great  deal  of  it.  ffor 
this  alone.  We  are  also  to  always  abound 
in  it— not  for  summer  alone,  or  winter 
alone,  or  in  favorable  circumstances,  but 
always.  One  went  about  doing  His 
Father's  will,  and  He  is  our  pattern  Work 
may  seem  barren  and  unfruitful — but  how 
do  we  know  ?  Something  comes  to  the 
worker.  He  himself  remembered  a  case 
apropos  to  himself  in  New  York  shortly 
after  he  came  to  this  country.  He  des¬ 
cribed  the  tenement  house  where  he  found 
the  poor  woman  he  went  to  see  in  her 
wretchedness  and  stifling  heat.  He  found 
it  hard  to  stay  there  and  do  his  duty,  but 
in  doing  it  he  learned  a  great  deal  himself 
about  tne  hardships  of  his  fellow  men.  - 

Of  what  other  class  of  workers  can  one 
say,  “Your  labor  is  not  in  vain  in  the 
Lord  ”  ?  He  could  not  say  this  to  gentle¬ 
men  in  Wall  Street  who  had  been  Bold 
with  their  securities.  So  too  with  real  ip  the  said 
estate  purchases— where  things  were  often 
decidedly  In  vain.  But  Christian  labor¬ 
ers  know  that  their  works  are  not  in  vain. 

The  fruit  is  seen.  Who  sees  it  ?  We  do 
not  see  it,  but  the  Master  sees  And  He 
always  sees  that  our  labor  -is  not  in  vain.
